IE'2  visits  were  made  to  dairies  and  cowsheds 
during  the  year. 

Satisfactory  provision  for  the  sterilisation  of 
milk  vessels  continued  to  be  made  at  all  dairies  and  cowsheds 
in  the  district, 

I am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  repbrt  that 
99^  of  the  milk  produced  in  this  district  for  sale  is 
’'Tuberculin  Tested”  (one  farm  only)  or  ’’Accredited”,  and 
sampling,  carried  out  by  Officers  of  the  Public  Control 
Department  of  the  County  Council,  to  ascertain  that  this  milk 
is  maintained  at  the  required  standard,  had  not  produced  by  the 
end  of  1940  one  adverse  report  since  the  first  Accredited 
licence  was  issued  in  1936, 

21  samples  of  Pasteurised  m-ilk  were  certified 
by  the  Bacteriologist  to  have  satisfied  the  prescribed  test. 

The  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  was  checked  by  phosphatase 
tests  which  indicated  that  4 of  the  21  samples  examined  had 
been  inefficiently  pasteurised  or  had  been  mixed  with  raw 
milk.  Two  of  the  adverse  reports  were  due  to  incorrect 

operation  of  the  processing  machinery  and  the  other  two  were 
■Graced  to  worn  valves  which  were  repaired  or  replaced. 

Five  ravv  and  two  ’’Accredited"  milk  samples 
proved  on  examination  to  be  satisfactory.
